At  the  commencement  of  the  year  Robert  Goodenow  and 
wife,  had  charge  of  above  term  ending  April  9th,  1890.  At 
the  close  of  that  term  we  engaged  the  same  parties  to  take 
care  of  the  inmates  and  farm  for  one  year,  to  end  April  9th, 
1897.  They  have  taken  good  care  of  the  poor  and  also 
worked  for  the  interest  of  the  town.  They  have  raised  on 
the  farm  15  tons  of  hay,  100  bushel  potatoes,  5  bushel  beans, 
200  bushels  apples,  914  lbs.,  pork,  40  bushels  barley. 
The  net  expenses  of  poor  at  the  Almshouse  were  : 
We  took  an  inventory  of  all  stock,  produce,  farming 
tools,  etc.,  at  the  farm  February  18th,  1897.  A  schedule  of 
which  may  be  seen  at  the  office.  We  estimate  the  same  to 
be  worth  57 13.43.  Amount  of  dry  wood  in  shed  prepared 
for  use  is  14  cords.  Green  wood  at  the  door  14  cords,  and  4 
cords  cut  in  the  woods.

Report  of  Schools. 


Citizens  of  Cumberland: 

I  herewith  submit  to  you  for  consideration  a  report  pi 
your  schools  for  the  past  year,  together  with  other  matters 
connected  with  the  school  work.  Such  suggestions  as  I 
shall  make  for  the  future  I  ask  you  to  consider  candidly,  ami 
accept  only  if  found  to  be  for  the  best  good  of  our  schools. 
Owing  to  difficult}'  in  regard  to  the  school  committee,  the 
spring  term  of  schools  was  delayed.  On  the  30th  day  of 
April  1*00  the  committee  was  organized,  and  on  the  4th  day 
of  May  nine  schools  commenced,  and  the  tenth  school  the 
da)'  following.  In  so  short  a  time,  and  at  that  late  daw  it 
was  impossible  to  get  the  teachers  most  to  be  desired  in 
every  case,  but  I  think  the  teachers  generally  did  very  good 
work,  and  many  ot  them  have  been  continued  lor  the  \  ear. 
Of  tiie  fourteen  teachers  im ployed,  nine  are  residents  ol 
Cumberland.  Ten  had  had  previous  experience,  four  had 
not.  Of  the  beginners,  Mr.  Swcctscr  did  very  Tine  work  for 
two  terms  in  No.  10,  and  although  he  did  not  have  so  good 
success  in  No.  9,  I  believe  with  more  experience  he  will 
make  a  fine  teacher.  Mr.  Higgins'  first  experience  h;is 
shown  good  work,  and  is  deserving  of  commendation,  as  are 
the  pupils  and  parents  of  No.  10,  average  attendance  being 
loo  per  cent,  for  the  full  year.  Miss  Blanchard  and  Miss 
Morrill   taught   in   Primal)'  school  No.  0.      Doth   are  well 

qualified  educationally,  but  unfortunate!)-,  the  school  was  in 

a  very  disorderly  condition  when  taken  by  Miss  Blanchard. 
and  being  inexperienced,  she  did  not  have  ^>  good  success

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as  she  might  have  had  in  a  school  that  had  been  well  man- 
aged previously.  The  fall  term  of  the  Primary  school  was 
taught  by  Miss  Belle  Nash  of  Alfred,  Me.,  who  has  had 
much  experience  in  primary  work,  and  I  believe  that  if 
man)-  who  think  anything  will  answer  to  teach  small  child- 
ren had  visited  Miss  N.'s  school,  would  have  been  convinced 
that  a  short  term  under  the  instruction  of  such  a  teacher  is 
worth  far  more  to  the  children,  than  a  much  longer  term  of 
a  lower  grade.  The  winter  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Morrill, 
who  took  the  school  in  good  condition  and  has  left  it  for  her 
successor  as  she  found  it.  The  little  school  is  now  in  as  good 
shape  as  any  in  town.  Of  our  more  experienced  teachers  I 
think  it  unnecessary  to  mention  each  one  especially,  as  all 
have  done  very  good  work,  and  there  are  man)-  scholars 
whose  attendance  has  been  regular,  and  deportment  perfect, 
who  are  deserving  of  special  praise  were  space  allowed.  Of 
our  home  teachers  I  can  say  that  we  have  some  of  the  best, 
and  as  I  have  the  best  of  wishes  for  others  who  have  not 
yet  become  their  equals  but  may  yet  become  so,  1  refrain 
from  calling  names. 

In  regard  to  teachers  w  ho  are  not  residents  of  Cumber- 
land I  would  mention  Miss  Hayes,  who  taught  spring  and 
fall  terms  in  No.  9,  Grammar  Department,  as  one  of  our 
very  best  teachers,  and  I  hope  she  ma)*  be  retained  as  a 
teacher  in  our  town  hereafter.  W  e  all  want  to  have  good 
schools.  How  shall  we  have  such  is  the  question  with  us. 
I  think  we  could  have  a  great  improvement  in  our  schools 
if  all  who  want  such  would  do  their  part  faithfully.  First,  1 
think  we  want  the  best  teachers  we  can  employ,  exercising 
fair  reason,  and  then  give  them  our  heart)-  support.  Hut  a 
line  teacher  alone  cannot  make  a  school  perfect.  To  have 
the  best  results  w  e  must  have  a  united  feeling  among  parents, 
children  and  teacher.  We  need  regular  attendance  and 
faithful,  determined  pcrscvcrcncc  on  the  part  of  the  pupils. 
The  parents  should  encourage  their  children  in  such  efforts, 
not  only  in  words  at  home,  but  by  visiting  the  schools  oftent 
where  they  can  §ec  personally,  and  thus  know  what  their 
schools  are.    Our  text  books  are  very  badly  worn  in  man)- 
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cases  and  we  are  obliged  to  furnish  new  ones  ev  ery  year  to 
replace  such  as  have  become  worthless.  This  year  I  was 
obliged  to  expend  more  than  the  appropriation.  Have  put 
Dole's  American  Citizen  in  part  of  our  schools  and  Thayer's 
''Ethics  of  Success"  in  Greely  Institute  for  a  reader.  Have 
made  no  changes  in  text  books,  but  think  the  committee  of 
the  coming  year  will  need  the  same  appropriation  for  books 
that  we  had  last  year.  The  repairs  on  school  buildings  have 
been  quite  small  the  past  year,  as  no  appropriation  was  made 
for  such  but  I  think  it  would  be  well  to  provide  the  coming 
committee  with  a  reasonable  amount  for  repairs,  as  there  is 
considerable  needed.  Our  old  school  house,  No.  8,  stands 
unoccupied,  as  a  new  one  has  been  erected  within  the  year 
and  now  it  is  for  the  town  to  say  what  disposal  they  wil'L 
make  of  the  old  building;  also  I  hope  the  town  will  take 
action  in  regard  to  school  house  No.  13,  as  it  is  fast  going  to 
decay,  and  if  the  town  wishes  to  keep  it  in  their  possession 
it  will  be  necessary  to  make  quite  extended  repairs  on  same 
without  delay.  Greely  Institute  school,  not  before  men- 
tioned, has  been  under  the  instruction  of  the  same  corps  of 
teachers,  as  last  year,  viz.:  E.  L.  Pennell,  Principal,  and 
Misses  Cora  B.  Pennell  and  label  C.  Blanchard,  Assistants. 
I  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  teachers  have  been  faithful 
and  capable  in  their  work;  but  this  school  does  not  rank  so 
high  as  it  should.  It  seems  to  me,  as  it  always  has,  that 
parents  are  too  much  in  a  hurry  in  allowing  their  children  to 
enter  this  sc  hool  unprepared.  Why  should  they  go  to  this 
school  when  they  have  SO  much  more  help  in  the  common 
schools?  I  know  it  is  natural  for  children  to  wish  to  become 
high  school  scholars,  but  it  is  of  far  more  importance  that 
they  should  become  thorough  scholars.  Parents,  will  you 
consider  this?  It  is  for  you  to  say  what  the  grade  of  this 
school  shall  be. 

In  conclusion,  I  have  to  say,  that  in  my  three  years' 
experience  as  a  member  of  the  School  Committee  there  have 
been  many  things  that  I  shall  be  happy  to  remember;  and, 
b  as  ing  whatever  may  have  been  unpleasant,  unmentioned, 


would  say  in  sincerity,  that  it  has  been  Pay  aim  to  do  the  Ixst 
I  could  to  help  build  up  our  schools  and  the  cause  of  educa- 
tion. Before  closing  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  my 
friends  generally  for  their  very  many  kindnesses  shown; 
and,  in  closing,  would  say  that  I  hope  that  our  schools  may 
be  still  wore  successful  in  the  future  than  they  have  been  in 
the  past.
